WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Presi- 


dent Kennedy's $2.55 billion pub- 
lic school aid bill, having vaulted 
the Senate handily, heads today 
into an expected bitter showdown 
in the House. 


The Senate passed the measure 


Thursday night 49 to 34, climax- 
ing eight cloys of debate. It is 
one of the "big five" bills in Ken- 
nt'fy's 1961 legislative program. 


Its supporters said today they 


expect the school bill will clear 
the House by a slim margin, al- 
though it may be trimmed before 
it passes. 


All in all, federal aid to educa- 


tion advocates believe this is the 
best chance they have ever had 
to get such legislation enacted. 


The bill's Senate sponsors were

if all 100 senators had been pres- 
ent to vote their announced posi- 
tions.

reach the floor in the week of 
June 4. 


Even if the bill gets through 


the House, its sponsors concede 
that the funds for teacher salaries 
provision may be knocked out. 


If this should happen, the basis 


for a possible compromise 
was 


laid in Senate debate. The bill, 
ajv, it reached the Senate floor 
made the grants available for 
teachers salaries or school con- 
struction. 


A floor amendment, accepted 


by the administration, .broadened 
this to include spending for such 
operating expenses as school bus- 
es, textbooks and libraries. 


The bill passed by the Senate 


authorized $850 million a year in 
grants for the next three years

cational opportunities.

Thursday n a m e d CAMPA and 
David L. .Parr, its secretary-man- 
ager, in a- complaint alleging they 
conspired with unidentified proces- 
sors to restrain or eliminate com- 
petition in production and sale of 
milk in Arkansas, Louisiana, Tex- 
as, Oklahoma and Missouri. 


The organization's membership 


includes about 1,500 dairy farm- 
ers in the slates. 


Parr, the joint respondent in the 


suit, was away from Little Rock 
and not available for immediate 
comment. He was described as be- 
ing in active charge of the asso- 
ciation's operations. 


The complaint alleges the pro- 


cessors have 
been forced 
into 


agreements to buy all their raw 
milk from CAMPA as "the result 
of threats and intimidations by 
respondents." 


The complaint added a charge- 


that independent local dairies were 
discriminated against in favor of 
national or regional dairies. 


The commission said processors 


were forced to buy raw milk at 
prices higher than those estab- 
lished by !hc Agriculture Depart- 
ment. It added that some were 
threatened with being driven out 
of business if they didn't buy all 
their milk from CAMPA, and 
some were charged higher prices 
than others. 


Another section of the complaint 


said that the company and Jearr 
bad violated federal anti-trust laws 
by charging different prices to 
competing 
purchasers. 
It 
said 


some Arkansas purchasers have 
been favored with a price advan- 
tage of about 20 cents per 100 
pounds. 


The FTC probably \vill hold a 


hearing on the charges and, if the 
allegations ot the complaint ara 
sustained by an FTC examiner, a 
cease and desist order can be is- 
sued. Violation of such an order 
can mean a fine of $5,000 for each 
violation.

Voice- of America broadcast from 
his office to tell the world what 
the federal government has been 
doing about recent racial violence 
in Alabama. 


His words were carried to more 


than GO countries around the globe 
through the facilities of 39 radio 
transmitters in 13 locations in this 
country and elsewhere. 


Translations were superimposed 


over his voice in delivery of the 
talk 
to

areas. 


Speaking extemporaneously, the 


35-year-old attorney general told 
his vast audience that prejudice 
exists in all areas of the world 
and probably will continue to ex- 
ist. 


"But we are trying to make 


progress," he said. "We do not 
accept the status quo." 


Kennedy recalled that his grand 


father arrived in Boston 'only 50 
years ago as an Irish immigranl 
at a time when "the Irish were 
not wanted there." 


Referring 'to his brother, Presi- 


dent John F. Kennedy, Iho allor 
ney general said: "Now an Irish 
Catholic is president of the Unitec 
States. There is no question that 
in the next 30 to 40 years a Negro 
can be president, also."

enacted. 


A number of influential legisla- 


tors have shown coolness to parts 
of the Kennedy package, however, 
and what typo of bill Congress 
will finally approve remains tin- 
certain. 


In what would be the most dras- 


tic shaken)) .since the aid program 
got under way on a large scalp 
after World War II, Kennedy pro- 
posed establishment of a singlo 
aid organization combining pre- 
viously separate units. 


The new master aid agency 


would be called A.I.D. (The Agon- 
cy 
for 
International 
Develop- 


ment). Its head would have under- 
secretary of stale rank and would 
report to the secretary of state 
and the President. 


Under Kennedy's bill arms aid 


would be separated from econom- 
ic aid in the future, and would bo 
treated as part of the regular U.S.'

Judge Henry Smith of Pine Bluff 
called on the Arkansas Peace Offi- 
cers Association Thursday to curb 
any racial violence that might be 
created in Arkansas by outside 
agitators. 


He said he would take any 


measure to keep the peace in his 
district — even calling in federal 
troops. 


He referred to recent racial dis- 


orders in Alabama and isclicatcd 
that "freedom riders" could come 
to Arkansas. "I don't have any 
more sympathy for these people 
than you do," Smith said. "If 
those kids had been greeted with 
silence, they'd be back in Ten- 
nesse today." 


"But people are stirring with 


emotion," he added, "and they're 
letting off steam in many ways. 
But peace officers should do their 
duty, whatever it is." 


He called on the people to co- 


operate with'the officers in trying 
:o keep the peace. "My hope is 
that these little riots can be 
stopped so we can stop throwing 
into tailspins the plans of those 
who are trying to direct our na- 
tional and international affairs." 


"When, eight or 10 brats can 


throw this nation into a tailspin 
every few weeks, we've got trou- 
ble at home and we'd better think 
about it," he said.
